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JOGGERS GO OFF ROAD 


Prospect Park runners could get their own 'lane' in busy loop drive

Runners would get their own “lane” 
beside Prospect Park’s busy — and 
hard-on-the-knees — roadway under a 
new plan the city is considering. 

The literally and figuratively ground- 
breaking design calls for adding a jog- 
ging path on the interior of the historic 
loop, where cyclists, walkers and mo- 
torists are expected to get separate, but 


equal-sized lanes this spring. 

The new running artery would for- 
malize a makeshift path currently trod 
by some trail runners, replacing the 
thin, muddy jogging route with a per- 
manent, yet-to-be determined material 
that’s softer on the joints than asphalt, 
like track turf, dirt or bark dust. 

The proposal has prompted cheers 
from the borough’s Asics-sporting set, 
who are calling it the best idea since

the invention of the treadmill. 

“It creates a space that’s more safe 
and less crowded,” said runner Lee Sil- 


verman, who owns JackRabbit Sports 
and sits on a panel of park advocates 
that conceived the plan. “I’d love to see 
a softer surface for running.” 

Other park-goers said the jogger’s 
paradise would help prevent collisions 
with cyclists on the road and pesky an- 
kle-twists on the bridle trail. 

“It would be great,” said the Prospect 
Park Track Club’s Michael Ring, who 
hurt himself after tripping on a rock on 


the horse path, which runs along the 
roadway on the Windsor Terrace side 
of the park. "[The bridle trail] is full of 
rocks — and the horses destroy it.” 
The plan comes amidst a proposal for 
a revolutionary Prospect Park roadway 
redesign — unveiled last week by a road 
safety task force — that calls for remov- 
ing a lane of car traffic and giving the 
space to walkers and cyclists. It also fol-

Charter's bid approved amid protest

A city panel gave a contro- 
versial new charter school the 
go-ahead to open in Williams- 
burg, but parents and commu- 
nity leaders vowed to do what- 


ever it takes to stop elementary 
school from coming to their 
neighborhood this fall. 

The Panel for Education Pol- 
icy voted 7-1 to issue a char- 
ter to Success Academy Wil- 
liamsburg, one of seven primary 


schools that the fast-growing, 
politically connected Success 
Charter Network hopes to man- 
age in Brooklyn next year.

Commuters petition to keep 'The Brooklyn Local' alive

Hundreds of impassioned 
straphangers are jumping on- 
board a movement to save the G 
train, demanding the MTA keep 
“The Brooklyn Local” alive by 
maintaining service at five sta- 
tions in Park Slope, Windsor Ter- 
race and Kensington. 

In less than 24 hours, more than 
500 riders signed a petition call- 


ing for the continuation of service 
on the beloved Manhattan-free 
line, which now links North and 
Brownstone Brookly ns thanks to 
a rare route extension. 

The line extension — which two 
and a half years ago brought G trains 
to the Fourth Avenue-Ninth Street, 
Seventh Avenue, Prospect Park- 
15th Street, Fort Hamilton Park- 
way and Church Avenue stations 
— is set to expire when the Met- 



ropolitan Transportation Author- 
ity’s $257.5 million Culver Via- 
duct rehabilitation project ends 
next winter. 

But not if transit-boosting pols 
have anything to say about it. 

“We’re not going to take this ly- 
ing down,” said Williamsburg Dis- 
trict Leader Lincoln Restler, who 
started the petition. “At atime when 
the MTA is hiking costs and cutting

Rubin murder update

two men who they say used slain 
Ditmas Park cafe owner Josh 
Rubin’s credit cards less than 
12 hours after the 30-year-old 
businessman was found dead 
in Pennsylvania — a duo cops 


hope will help them crack this 
cold case wide open. 

Police said the two men used 
the credit cards at the Wood- 
bury Commons Outlet mall in 
Central Valley, NY, on Nov. 1 
— more than 100 miles from 
where Rubin’s body was dis- 
covered. The two men, who 


appear to be in their late teens 
or early 20s, were captured on 
surveillance cameras as they 
made multiple purchases at 
several stores in the mall, in- 
vestigators claim. 

Rubin went missing from his 
apartment in Kensington on the

This time atheists found them- 
selves answering to a higher 
power — a picky landlord. 

A Southside loft owner refused 
to allow a billboard questioning 
Judaism to be installed atop his S. 
Fifth Street building on Tuesday 
amid outrage in Williamsburg’s 
Hasidic community. 

National atheist leaders tried 
to take out a month-long ad ad- 
jacent to Williamsburg’s Ortho- 
dox Jewish stronghold with text 
in English and Hebrew reading: 
“You know it’s a myth . . . and 
you have a choice.” 

But at the last minute, landlord 
Kenny Stier refused to allow work- 
ers from the advertising company 
Clear Channel into his building, 
according to American Atheists 
president David Silverman. 
Silverman claims powerful 


neighborhood rabbis convinced 
Stier to block the non-believ- 
ing billboard and called the re- 
ligious leaders and the landlord 
“anti-atheist bigots.” 

“The Jews have stopped the 
billboard,” said Silverman. “It’s 


really ugly bigotry. As a former 
Jew, it’s repugnant to see Jews 
act like this.” 

Several Hasidic leaders said 
they had nothing to do with the 
landlord’s decision to block the

Robotic fish aren’t just singing 
wall mounts — they can also be 
aquatic rescuers capable of saving 
untold underwater creatures from 
enviromnental disasters, a team of 
Brooklyn scientists claims.

Dirty roads 

City to N. Brooklyn: You're 
filthy, and must be cleaned

Greenpoint and Williamsburg 
are so filthy that the city says it 
cannot cut the number of days 
it sweeps the streets. 

North Brooklyn drivers 
have long begged the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation to reduce al- 
ternate-side parking, claiming 
that four days of weekly street 
cleaning is excessive — but an 
agency spokeswoman said the 
city will not reward neighbor- 
hoods that can’t pick up after 
themselves. 

Sanitation spokeswoman 
Kathy Dawkins claims the 
city had no choice but to reject 
a Community Board 1 appli- 
cation for less street sweeping 
after Williamsburg and Green- 
point fell below city standards 
for cleanliness, according to data 
compiled during a three-month 
survey last year. 

“The Community Board 
could apply again for a reduc- 
tion in street cleaning regula- 
tions — once the area has two 
consecutive fiscal years with a 
rating of 90 percent or above,” 

Dawkins said. 

Some residents agree that 
North Brooklyn’s streets are 
dirty — but said the neighbor- 
hood’s garbage problem at least 
partly the city’s fault. 

“They should reduce alter-

nate side parking and pick up 
the trash on the street,” said 
John Tapper, owner of Green- 
point grocery store, The Gar- 
den. “Watch them sweep — they 
should be going five miles an 
hour and they go 15. Most of 
them just brush that stuff onto 
the sidewalk.”

No license 
for Amnesia

Club Amnesia can forget about dancing the night 
away, a Bay Ridge panel ruled last week. 

Community Board 10 voted 33 to one to bar the con- 
troversial Fourth Avenue nightclub from getting a caba- 
ret license — which would allow them to have dancing 
— but club owners said the board couldn’t stop one’s 
right to shake their groove thing. 

“Every group needs and has a right to party,” Amnesia 
manager Charles Atiles told the board at its Feb. 27 meet- 
ing. The Board’s decision follows a unanimous commit- 
tee resolution against the events hall on Feb. 15. 

Amnesia opened between 100th and 101st streets as 
a steakhouse in 2009, but the owners converted it into a 
rentable space for private gatherings last summer. 

But neighbors say Amnesia is primarily a nightclub 
where its patrons are frequently found vomiting and 
vandalizing the area. The supper club’s valets also block 
nearby driveways for parking, residents complain. 

Maria Mirra, an attorney for Club Amnesia said 
many of the allegations against the club were “never 
substantiated.” 

“Our clientele are working-class residents who hold 
local jobs, not thugs and hooligans,” Mirra said, add- 
ing that club owner Frank Sofia has invested in sound- 
proofing, parking, and security. 

Club Amnesia’s landlord Arthur Maresca also de- 
fended the spot, saying that he lives six blocks away 
and he’s “never observed any problems.” 

Atiles said Club Amnesia has benefitted Bay Ridge by 
renting space to community groups for fundraisers, fami- 
lies celebrating First Communions, and by “offering people 
peaceful enjoyment of dance in their community.” 

Police and public safety committee chairman George 
Fontas said no one spoke in favor of the license besides 
those connected to the club at his committee meeting, 
and club operators admitted that they permitted danc- 
ing without a cabaret license. 

CB10 may have shot down Club Amnesia’s cabaret 
license request, but the place can still serve alcohol. The 
city may also authorize a cabaret license down the line, 
since the board’s opinion is only advisory in nature.

Marked for history 

South Slopers await their historic fate

Are you in, or are you 
out? 

South Park Slope home- 
owners opened their mail this 
week to find a letter from 
the city informing them if 
their houses will be part of 
a proposed historic district 
that would stop “out-of-con- 
text” development, but make 
even the smallest alterations 
of their property more diffi- 
cult and more expensive. 

The letters have become 
the most discussed correspon- 
dence in the neighborhood — 
displacing even Yale accep- 
tance letters — as property 
owners argue about the merits 
and problems of the landmark- 
ing plan, which calls for ex- 
panding Park Slope’s already 
substantial historic district

southward to include a swath of 
land roughly bounded by Sev- 
enth and Eighth avenues and 
Seventh and 14th streets. 

“It struck me as a sur- 
prise,” said 10th Street res- 
ident George Shea, who re- 
ceived a letter on Saturday 
from the city’s Landmarks 
Preservation Commission in- 
forming him that his home’s 
window lintels and the deco- 
rative metalwork on his stoop 
are in fact historic. 


If the city goes ahead with 
the historic district, home- 
owners whose property qual- 
ifies as historic would need 
to seek special permits be- 
fore altering or demolishing 
those external elements of 
their abodes. 

Many South Slopers have 
mixed feelings about the plan, 
saying they expect the land- 
marking will protect prop- 
erty values and the commu- 
nity’s charm — but worry it 
will create costly and tedious 
home maintenance rules that 
will turn every trip to Home 
Depot into a mess of bureau- 
cratic red tape. 

“It’s a trade-off,” said 
Shea. “I understand the cost 
burden — but it’s the price 
you pay.” 

Some residents said it’s 
worth shelling out hundreds 
— perhaps thousands — of 
extra dollars to keep ugly 
construction away. 

“When you’re landmarked 
you have to jump through 
hoops,” said Ninth Street res- 
ident Ed Lemansky. “Butl’m 
of two minds about it.” 

Peter Bray of the Park 


Slope Civic Council — whose 
group has been pushing for 
the landmarking for years 
— said the end result is well 
worth any added costs. 

“People live in Park Slope 
because it’s unique,” said 
Bray, chair of the group’s 
historic district committee. 
“It has a sense of place that 
would not exist if buildings 
could be altered or demol- 
ished willy-nilly.” 

The proposal is the first 
phase of a longstanding plan 
backed by C ouncilmen Steve 
Levin (D-Park Slope), Brad 
Lander (D-Park Slope) and 
the Park Slope Civic Coun- 
cil, which also seeks to ex- 
tend the landmarked district 
into the North Slope amidst 
a predicted wave of develop- 
ment sparked by the soon-to- 
open Barclays Center. 

Landmarks Preserva- 
tion Commission spokes- 
woman Lisi de Bourbon said 
the agency will consider the 
“integrity and cohesion” of 
streetscape and “sense of 
place” when it votes on the 
proposed historic district on 
April 17. 

Elected officials are ea- 
ger for the historic zone to 
be set in stone. 

“[It] brings a much-de- 
served protection to this 
historic part of Brooklyn,” 
Lander said.

The developers behind a 
210-unit apartment building 
on Greenpoint’s northernmost 
tip insist there’s a market for 
luxury rentals — even at the 
mouth of Newtown Creek. 

The builders at Domain 
Companies bought a one- 
story warehouse a block 
from the waterway on Box 
Street and want to turn it 
into a seven-story residential 
complex with ground floor 
retail and apartments renting 
for around $1,900 per month 
for one -bedroom units and 
$2,300 per month for two- 
bedroom units. 

The building’s size and lo- 
cation — nine blocks from 
the nearest subway stop and 
one block from a body of wa- 
ter so polluted the feds de- 
clared it a Superfund site — 
have raised a few eyebrows

in the community. But Do- 
main’s Chris Papamichael 
said that area is still desirable 
as it’s more affordable than 
nearby luxury rental hubs like 
Williamsburg and Long Is- 
land City and it’s less than 
a 10-minute walk to public 
transportation. 

“With rents pushing up in 
Williamsburg, you’re going 
further into Greenpoint,” said 
Papamichael. “We think the 
building will do very well.” 


The building would boast 
a courtyard, a rooftop with 
several wooden canopies and 
gardens, a fitness center, re- 
tail, and 133 underground 
parking spaces. 

They do not need a rezon- 
ing, but hope to gain perks 
from the city by pricing 20 
percent of their units below 
market rate, with rents around 
$750 per month for one-bed- 
room units and $950 per month 
for two-bedroom units.

Burger boom sizzles by arena

It’s not just properties that 
are flipping near the soon- 
to-open Barclays Center — 
it’s patties. 

Burger joints are bouncing 
up around the nearly com- 
pleted home of the Nets like 
loose balls as national chains 
vie with local businesses to 
win over thousands of hun- 
gry fans expected to hit the 
neighborhood in search of 
game-time grub. 

No less than five new 
burger spots have opened in 
the last year within a half mile 
of the arena — and while the 
Nets won’t tip off there un- 
til this fall, restaurant own- 
ers say the game is already 
on for them. 

“We don’t shy away from 
competition,” said John Ag- 
nello, the co-owner of Bay 
Ridge’s The Burger Bistro, 
which will soon hawk ham- 
burgers from a new location 
near the stadium in Park 
Slope. "There’s an influx 
of burger restaurants there 
and we kind of just figured, 
‘Lets go down there and play 
with the big boys.’ ” 


The big boys Agnello will 
be competing with are cor- 
porate giants like Five Guys, 
which recently opened seven 
restaurants in Brooklyn and 
two within a 10 minute walk 
of the arena, Smashburger, 
which just launched its first 
outpost in the city on DeKalb 
Avenue, and downtown fa- 
vorite 67 Burger, which de- 
buted its second location 
within a ball’s roll of the Bar- 
clays Center in November. 

With so many patty par- 
lors competing for the same 
homecourt, it’s no surprise 
there’s some trash talk. 

“We consider ourself more 
of a neighborhood place than 
anything else,” said 67 Burger 
owner Ed Tretter, who claims 
his ground beef is a grind 
apart — particularly com- 
pared to the chains nearby. 
“Our burger is nothing like 
[Five Guys.] It’s blended 
for us every other day, and 
it’s done to our specific de- 
sign.” 

The new burger barons are 
happy to talk about their ri- 
vals, but they were careful 
not to sound overly optimis- 
tic about the arrival of the

Nets. That said, some ad- 
mitted they were banking 
on a significant boost in 
business. 

“I expect a 20 percent 
jump in sales once the arena 
is open,” Craig Cohen, who 
owns the Five Guys locations 
on Flatbush Avenue and Park 


Place, told the Wall Street 
Journal. “Even with the way 
the neighborhood is now, we 
are way ahead of our pro- 
jections.” 

Other hamburger honchos 
were more measured in their 
business assessments. 

“The Barclay s C enter was 


icing on cake for us and I’m 
hopeful [about business] .’’ad- 
mitted Tretter. “But I don’t 
want to count my chickens 
before they hatch.” 

Real estate experts said the 
burger boom near the arena 
is no surprise. 

“These national compa- 


nies watch everything. I’m 
sure that others are looking 
around in the area,” said bro- 
ker and real estate insider 
Chris Havens. “Ultimately 
[the changes] are going be 
big because there’s always 
a ripple effect.” 

McDonald’s, which al- 
ready runs one location across 
the street from the arena at 
the Atlantic Terminal mall, 
has already eyed the Trian- 
gle Sports property at Flat- 
bush and Fifth avenues. 

Burgers already have 
plenty of fans in Brooklyn, 
and only hotdogs, peanuts 
and Cracker Jack may sur- 
pass them at the top of the 
American sports food pan- 
theon — but not all neighbors 
are singing the praises of the 
patty proliferation. 

“It’s nice to have some- 
thing that everybody likes, 
but I’m worried about the 
neighborhood becoming 
too crowded,” said Prospect 
Heights resident Josh Mac- 
donald, who said he noticed 
the trend on a stroll to Smash- 
burger over the summer. “I 
like burgers, but I also like 
variety.” 


Capote home sets record 

Historic Brooklyn Heights mansion sells for cool $12 million

the borough’s history. 

Nearly two years after So- 
theby’s listed the stately yel- 
low manse on Willow Street, 
a buyer snatched up the home 
and two moving trucks from 
Yonkers were spotted in front 
on Monday night. 

Despite the home’s literary 
trappings, the buyers say they 
aren’t the kinds of literary lumi- 
naries and art- world scenesters 
who frequented Capote’s lavish 
Brooklyn Heights parties. 

“Trust me, we’re not celeb- 
rities,” said the new owner, 
who declined to reveal her 
last name to protect her two 
young children. “We’re just a 
boring family.” 

“It’s a magical house and 
we just fell in love with it,” 
she said. 

Broker Karen Heyman, 
whose other clients include 
Jennifer Aniston and Heights 
dweller and “The Office” ac- 
tress Amy Ryan, declined to 
comment on the sale. 

But whenHeyman listed the 
home for $18 million in 2010, 
she told The Brooklyn Paper 
the manse was “like living in a 
country estate in Brooklyn — 
with a lot more history.” 



This Willow Place spot where "Breakfast at Tif- 
fany's" and other great works were written by leg- 
endary author Truman Capote sold for $12 million. 


The 11-bedroom residence 
has 1 1 fireplaces, seven and 
a half baths, a gated drive- 
way, two eat-in kitchens, a 
back porch and a mural cop- 
ied from the John F. Kennedy 
White House. 

The home inspired Capote’s 
“A House on the Heights” 
and its oft-quoted opening 
line, “I live in Brooklyn. By 
choice.” 

The author rented the 
ground floor from Broadway 
producer Oliver Smith as he 
wrote his best-known books 
including “In Cold Blood” 
from between 1955 and 1965. 
Smith later designed the set 
for the theatrical version of

Bridge Park gets a pool 

Latest swimming plan expected to go swimmingly

BrooklynBridge Parkis go- 
ing to make a big splash this 
summer. 

Park officials announced 
they’re bringing a temporary 


pool to Pier 2 — giving frol- 
icking kids and water-loving 
Brooklynites an opportunity 
to swim laps and get tans be- 
fore breathtaking views of the 
Manhattan skyline. 

For the next five years, the 
3.5-foot-deep, above-ground 
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getaway will bring water rec- 
reation to the waterfront — 
and even an artificial beach 
and food stands for landlub- 
bers. 

Local pols sealed the 
$199,000 project last year 
as a bonus to a deal between 
state lawmakers and Mayor 
Bloomberg that allowed for 
some luxury housing to fund 
the park’s $16-million annual 
upkeep. 

“We were so pleased to 
secure this pool at Brooklyn 
Bridge Park — and this sum- 
mer, families can dive right 
in!” said state Sen. Daniel 
Squadron (D-Brooklyn 
Heights), who penned the

by 165 feet each. 

Park officials say that the 
bigger field will generate rev- 
enue for the park through per- 
mits for adult leagues and 
special events. 

“After speaking to a num- 
ber of possible users of the 
Pier 5 fields, we have devised 
two different configurations,” 
said Regina Myer, president 
of the Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Corporation. “We hope this 
broadens the constituency for 
the fields and ensures their 
full usage.” 

The Pier 5 development 
was one of the less-con- 
troversial elements of the 
$350-million greenspace, 
which is required by a 2002 
agreement between the city 
and the state to generate its 
own maintenance budget in- 
stead of draining taxpayer 
dollars.

agreement along with Assem- 
blywoman Joan Millman ( D 
Carroll Gardens). 

The last time the area that 
is now Brooklyn Bridge Park 
had a swimming pool was in 
2007, when the Floating Lady 
Pool docked at the foot of Jora- 
lemon Street and cooled almost 
50,000 people before moving 
to the Bronx. 

Water bums have been 
clamoring for another float- 
ing pool — including one pro- 
posed last summer that would 
use filtered water from the East 
River — but park officials say 
there’s no funding for a new 
barge.

In December, the city ap- 
proved a $19.2-million con- 
tract to build three small soc- 
cer fields — disappointing 
area schools that wanted a field 
suitable for official play. 

Park advocates were also 
frustrated that Pier 5 wouldn’t 
include an indoor sports bub- 
ble because the city failed 
to attract any developers to 
build it. 

Doreen Gallo, a parent at 
Brooklyn Friends School and 
president of the DUMBO 
Neighborhood Alliance, said 
that the elite institutions don’t 
want the Pier 5 fields only 
for themselves, but will treat 
them as a shared facility with 
the community. 

“This is a positive step for- 
ward,” Gallo said. “For Pier 
5 to become a field and not 
be able to support the com- 
munity’s needs would be 
shocking.”

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Mind the bollards 


Station's security sarcophagi removal delayed

The massive granite bar- 
ricades ringing the Long Is- 
land Rail Road’s Atlantic Ter- 
minal will be ripped out later 
this year — not starting last 
month like the MTA origi- 
nally said. 

The Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority will tap 
a contractor this month to re- 
place unpopular security sar- 
cophagi at the entrance to the 
borough’s busiest transit hub 
with stainless steel cylinders, 
but a spokesman would only 
promise that the boulders will 
be removed during the “early

part” of the year-long con- 
struction project. 

MTA spokesman Sam 


Zambuto wouldn’t give a 
more concrete timetable or 
say why the $6-million rock 


swap can’t be done faster. 

Neighbors who hate the 
concrete coffins convinced 
the MTA to sub them out — 
and say they just want the 
agency to get rid of the stones 
as quickly as possible. 

“This should have been 
taken care of already,” said 
Robert Llambelis. “The 
[MTA] should do what they 
said they will.” 

Denise Davies, who lives 
within walking distance of 
the station, said she can’t wait 
to see the blocks go. 

“They’re an eyesore,” 
Davies said. “I don’t think 
they’re necessary.” 


The hugely oversized bol- 
lards were met with similar 
criticism when the glitzy 
$106 -million Atlantic Ter- 
minal renovation wrapped 
up in January, 2010. 

At the time, LIRR Pres- 
ident Helena Williams said 
the bollards were necessary 
to meet N YPD standards, but 
the bollards actually exceed 
police criteria in height and 
proximity to each other. 

In a stunning reversal last 
August, the MTA announced 
the blocks would be replaced 
with “smaller and less intru- 
sive” metal bollards in Feb- 
ruary — a start date that the 
agency now claims was al- 
ways scheduled for March, 
if not later. 

The newNYPD-approved 
bollards are planned to be 
strong enough to stop a 
15,000-pound truck driv- 
ing 50 miles per hour.

Park set ablaze

A group of teens set Prospect Park’s pre- 
cious bird habitat on fire last Tuesday, ac- 
cording to witnesses and parks officials. 

Rocky Pass — an overgrown stretch of 
hilly woodland near the lake — burst into 
flames at 2:45 pm, the park advocacy blog 
A Walk in the Park reports. 

Three teenagers ran away from the scene 
as flames spread up the hillside, said Rob 
Jett, a bird-watcher who claims he spotted 
the fire and the kids. 

"I heard them laughing and running down 
the path towards the Nethermead Meadow,” 


he told the blog. “I [saw] smoke coming up 
from where they had just been.” 

Park officials and cops doused the flame 
using extinguishers and shovels — but the 
close call worries park-goers, who say the 
gated-off area has long been a meet-up 
point for debauchery. 

Former Prospect Park Alliance Presi- 
dent Tupper Thomas said the site has been 
a problem in e-mails sent in 2008. 

“Large drinking parties [have] been hap- 
pening at night,” she wrote. 

Park advocates say the blaze is another 
sign that Brooklyn’s backyard must be bet- 
ter maintained and patrolled.

Well welcome to the 
baby — trumpet- 
phants and growl- 
ing lions herald your pas- 
sage as you ascend from the 
thatched and bambooed foyer to the 
massive, illuminated lounge and bar. 
Just try not to get cute when you or- 
der your drink (no bathtub gin cock- 
tails or small-batch elderflower in- 
fusions here); the bartendress met 
our request for a signature tipple 
with a befuddled stare, then of- 
fered us a Cosmo or Sex on 
the Beach.

“It’s like being an extra in a ’70s mafia 
movie, but in the best way possible,” ob- 
served a dinner companion.

Once you’ve danced and dined, gather 
your dollar bills and a dirty martini and 
head to the cabaret (ie: thong-clad babes 
getting athletic on poles).

Red ‘Haring’! 

The early works of New York’s quintessen- 
tial street scrawler Keith Haring are coming to 
the Brooklyn Museum on March 16 in a mul- 
timedia testimonial and tribute to the artist 
whose rise to stardom defied tradition.

Small-big flavor 

This restaurant is homegrown

reat things come in 
small packages. 

Petit Oven in Bay 
Ridge is cozy, to say the least. 
A tight cluster of two- and 
four-top tables barely seats 30, 
with minimal wiggle room. A 
refined menu of classic French 
dishes is brief — it needs to 
be, considering there’s usu- 
ally only one person working 
all the burners. 

That would be chef/ 
owner Katarzyna “Kat” 
Ploszaj, whose shock of 
white-blonde hair is easily 
identifiable from the dining 
area as she navigates her ( pe- 
tite) kitchen — alternately 
shucking oysters, rolling 
fresh pasta, reducing buerre 
blanc, slow baking salmon, 
searing free-range chicken, 
and dishing up wedges of 
her famous bread pudding 
with salted caramel. 

It’s a game-changer for 
Bay Ridge’s Restaurant 
Row, which, despite being 
a long-time contender in Ital- 
ian, Middle Eastern, and clas- 
sic American cuisine was a bit 
behind on local and seasonal 
when Petit Oven opened four 
and a half years ago. 

“I’ve lived in Bay Ridge 
for over 14 years, so I knew, 
when I finally opened my 
own restaurant, I wanted it to 
be here,” Ploszaj said. 

“I was classically trained 


at the French Culinary Insti- 
tute, I grew up on a farm in 
Poland, knowing where my 
food came from — I remem- 
ber my grandfather butcher- 
ing a whole pig to make kiel- 
basa,” she continued. 

At Petit Oven, customers 
can count on DeBragga and 
D’artagnan meats, Amish 
chickens, Finger Lakes 
Farms dairy, and green- 
market vegetables — Plo- 
szaj even has Swiss Chard 
and other goodies grown for 
her at the Narrows Botanical 
Gardens on Shore Road. 

And although it’s dif- 
ficult to predict what per- 
mutations those ingredients 
might take on Petit Oven’s 
ever-evolving menu (flash- 
smoked duck breast, roasted 
marrow bones and sweet 


potato gnocchi one week 
might become billi bi, coq 
au vin, and fettuccini with 
forest mushrooms the next), 
a growing number of regu- 
lars lie in wait for particu- 
lar dishes — placing calls 
to Ploszaj for a hint of when 
they might again make the 
menu. 

“I have a very big pork 
belly following,” laughs Plo- 
szaj. “I have people contact- 
ing me about it from Staten 
Island. Especially our play 
on pork and beans — slow 
braised pork belly brined for 
48 hours, Asian-influenced 
bean cassoulet, and some 
nice local sauteed kale.”

Dad says 'Don't listen to me!'

A dad in the neigh- 
borhood died tragi- 
cally a few days ago. 
Along with friends and fam- 
ily, his two oldest children, 
teenagers, spoke at the fu- 
neral service. With tremen- 
dous poise and composure, 
they shared moving, heart- 
felt thoughts. As they voiced 
memories of their father, I 
was struck by the potential 
that in his absence, his words 
could take on a life of their 
own, creating weighty bag- 
gage his children will carry 
forward. 

Of course the death of 
a parent is an emotionally 
loaded experience, with lay- 
ers of feeling sometimes tak- 
ing years to surface. But even 


in the usual routine of day 
to day life, I can give my 
daughters messages that, in- 
advertently, take on burden- 
some meaning. 

My kids get lots from 
me — genes and bad hab- 
its, for example — things 
that cannot be avoided, and 
with which they are sad- 
dled. What of their hopes 
and dreams? I want them 
to find their own passions 
and paths, but wonder if I 
unknowingly push and prod 
them in one direction or an- 
other. I joke with my 14-year- 
old that she will need a farm 
with a clothes boutique and 
wood shop, an image that 
tickles me and represents a 
blending of her skills and 


interests as I 
see them. My 
16-year-old rel- 
ishes an argu- 
ment as much 
for the strategy 
as the victory, so 
I tell her the law 
beckons. As I re- 
flect back their strengths and 
abilities, am I shaping the 
roads they will see in front 
of their eyes? 

If I am forming the way 
they see their destinies, 
maybe I should be alright 
with that; my knowledge 
of the world might be use- 
ful and help my girls miss 
some false starts and disap- 
pointments. I can help them 


translate varied things they 
enjoy now, like music, math 
and puppetry, into a future 
course. 

The risk comes if my 
daughters hear my thoughts 
as inflexible tracks they must 
follow. Worst case scenario: 
at dinner tonight, I say to 
my oldest she would love 
to climb a mountain, then 
lapse into a coma, making 


her feel bound by my last 
words, devoting herself to 
a life of mountaineering, 
something I never intended 
and she would hate. 

I expect my girls to rebel 
against my ideas and val- 
ues, but the idea that they 
might actually feel obligated 
to follow the hopes I have 
for them is hard to shoulder. 
I think I want them to head 
off into the world open to ev- 
erything, ready to find the 
magical career that blends 
what they love with what 
they do well, able to build 
special friendships, to cher- 
ish experience and adventure 
wherever they find it. 

But my kids will never be 
blank pages, moving through 


life unaffected and unshaped 
by me, no matter how hard 
I try. As long as I’m here, 
though, I can try to modify, 
minimize or undo the con- 
straints I’ve unknowingly 
put on them. 

My older daughter and 
I were at that poignant fu- 
neral, as were many, many 
other friends and family of 
the deceased dad. After- 
wards I told my first born, 
if I keeled over tomorrow, 
which I wasn’t planning on, 
it would be nice if she re- 
members me but, please, 
live life freely, any way she 
pleased, owing me nothing. 
Now I need to find a way to 
give her that message while 
I’m still around.

Manhattan Councilwoman 
Eva Moskowitz. “Parents 
waited a long time for this. 
You can just imagine how 
nerve wracking it is for par- 
ents not to know where their 
child will go to school this 
fall.” 

The vote came three hours 
after a Manhattan j udge heard 
a lawsuit filed by more than 
60 Brooklyn parents seek- 
ing to postpone the panel’s 
meeting and prevent the new 
school from setting up shop 
inside a S. Third Street build- 
ing it would share with the 
struggling public middle 
school MS 50. 

Charter school opponents 
argued that the Success Char- 


ter Network failed to con- 
duct enough outreach among 
Spanish-speaking families in 
Williamsburg and denied the 
existence of neighborhood 
opposition to the proposal 
— a possible violation of 
state laws. 

But the judge ruled that 
the vote itself would not be 
irreversible and could pro- 
ceed, scheduling the next 
hearing on the lawsuit for 
April 2. 

Critics of the Success 
Academy Williamsburg 
say they are not giving up 
their fight. 

“The community must 
have meaningful input into 
the process — and no such 
thing happened,” said Advo- 


cates for Justice’s Arthur 
Schwartz, an attorney for 
the parents. “By not reach- 
ing out, they knew of no op- 
position. This is the first 
time we’re seeking to en- 
force the ‘community out- 
reach’ aspect of the law.” 

Moskowitz called the 
suit “legal harassment” and 
promised to proceed “full 
speed ahead” toward hir- 
ing principals and teachers 
for her planned 200-child 
school in the next three 
months. 

“We followed the pro- 
cedures and looked at 
them very carefully,” said 
Moskowitz, whose high- 
performing schools have 
won the backing of Mayor 
Bloomberg. “It’s unfortu- 
nate — you used to use the 
law to get more options for 
kids, now you’ve got people 


using it to stop opportunity 
and excellence.” 

In the hours before the 
vote, scores of parents, com- 
munity leaders, and students 
joined Occupy Wall Street 
protestors in Fort Greene 
Park to rail against the pro- 
posed charter school, which 
opponents claim is targeting 
children of affluent parents 
in Williamsburg’s North- 
side rather than English 
language learners in the 
neighborhood’s more La- 
tino Southside. 

“Outrage is important 
— we will not tolerate dis- 
criminatory practices in our 
neighborhood,” said Coun- 
cilwoman Diana Reyna (D- 
Williamsburg), who called 
for an investigation into the 
marketing and outreach 
practices of Success.

night of Oct. 31 — the day 
before the first rent payment 
on his new Newkirk Avenue 
cafe, Whisk, was due.

Authorities say that 
Rubin may have been moon- 
lighting as a drug dealer be- 
fore he disappeared. 

The small 36-member S. 
Whitehall township police 
department has been investi- 
gating the case largely on its 
own, since Rubin’s body was 
found in its jurisdiction, al- 
though it’s still unclear where 
Rubin was killed. 

The surveillance foot- 


age is the first break detec- 
tives have had in months — 
yet Pennsylvania authorities 
insist the investigation has 
never been at a standstill. 

“I wouldn’t say there’s any 
logjam,” saidDebbie Garlicki, 
a spokeswoman forthe Lehigh 
County District Attorney’s of- 
fice, which is assisting the S. 
Whitehall police. “It’s been an 
active investigation the whole 
time. [Now] we’re asking for 
the public’s help.”
